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UA AAJ UXw avoids prison term 


A MAN who supplied drugs 
to serial killer Stephen Port 
has been spared jail. 

Gerald Matovu, 23, of 
Great Guildford Street, 
Southwark, admitted supply¬ 
ing mephedrone (also known 
as meow meow) and GHB to 
Port between July 1 and 
August 31, 2015. 

Port, 42, of Cooke Street, 
Barking, used GHB to knock 
his victims out then sexually 
assault and murder them. 

He was convicted last year 
of murdering Anthony 
Walgate, 23, from Golders 
Green, Gabriel Kovari, 22, 
from Barking, Daniei 
Whitworth, 21, from 
Gravesend, and Jack Taylor, 
25, of Dagenham, after drug¬ 
ging them to have sex. 

Port was given a whole-life 
jail term. He was also con¬ 
victed of drugging and rap¬ 
ing or sexually assaulting 
seven other men. 


Matovu was not convicted 
of supplying the drugs used 
in the murders. 

The Metropolitan Police 
said: “The offences came to 
light during the investigation 
into Port’s extensive crimes. 

“Port bought the drugs 
from Matovu for use during 
consensual sex with his part¬ 
ner. Phone records and 
downloads from electronic 
devices belonging to Port 
clearly showed contact with 
Matovu and Port had 
described Matovu as his drug 
dealer to his partner. 

“In messages, Matovu told 
Port he had Toads of G’ and 
asked how much he wanted.” 

Matovu was sentenced at 
Southwark Crown Court on 
Wednesday, April 26, and 
given a 12-month communi¬ 
ty order. He was ordered to 
carry out 150 hours’ unpaid 
work and 40 days of drug 
rehabilitation.

Appeal after 
teenagers 
attacked 
by gang 

POFICE are searching for motorists 
who may have witnessed a brutal 
attack on two teenage boys. 

The victims - each aged 16 - were 
attacked by a gang with a baseball 
bat and a knife. 

One escaped with minor injuries 
but the other was stabbed three 
times. 

They were attacked as they walked 
down Billet Road, Hornchurch, 
shortly before 10.20pm on Thursday, 
February 23. 

They were approached by a group 
of males they did not know, who then 
carried out the attack. 

The teens both required hospital 
treatment but have both since been 
discharged. 

Detectives said CCTV images 
showed three vehicles 'in convoy' 
passing the incident.

They believe the cars are a white 
Fiat Punto, a silver, grey or light blue 
five-door Vauxhall Astra and a silver, 
gold or light blue five-door Ford 
Fiesta.

SECOND-HALF goals from Dele 
Alii and Harry Kane from the 
penalty spot ensured that 
Tottenham Hotspur earned the 
bragging rights as well as three vital 
points in a hugely one-sided north 
London derby. 

As well as desperately needing 
three points to close the gap on lead¬ 
ers Chelsea, Spurs went into the 
match with the knowledge a victory 
would guarantee that they would fin¬ 
ish above their rivals for the first time 
in 21 years. 

It was almost an explosive start 
from the home side with Kane 
twisting and turning before forcing 
Gunners keeper Petr Cech into an 
awkward save low to his left, while 
Christian Eriksen saw his attempt 
deflected behind and Toby 
Alderweireld nodded wide from the 
resulting corner. 

Spurs continued to press. Ben 
Davies’s angled attempt was 
deflected into the side netting, 
while Alii somehow headed wide 
from close range after Kane had 
centred. 

It seemed like only a matter of 
time before the home side made 
their pressure pay. Eriksen clipped 
the top of the bar after Son provid¬ 
ed the opening. However, with their 


first meaningful foray forward, 
Hugo Lloris was forced into a 
superb save at the foot of an upright 
to keep out Aaron Ramsey’s strike. 

Then, Alexis Sanchez curled an 
angled effort over as the Gunners 
continued to find their feet. 

Shortly before the break Cech 
brilliantly turned away 
Vertonghen’s thumping strike as the 
home side continued to probe. 

The Gunners keeper was at it 
again immediately after the inter¬ 
val, turning over Victor Wanyama’s 
attempt as it looked destined for the 
top corner of the net, then grasping 
Kane’s drive from distance.

Cech 
saved Eriksen’s initial attempt, but 
Alii followed up to slot home from 
close range. 

Before the crowd had a chance to 
settle, Gabriel appeared to fell 
Kane, and the Spurs frontman dou¬ 
bled the home side’s advantage 
from the resulting spot-kick. 

Arsenal were at sixes and sevens 
as the home side continued to 
launch wave after wave of attacks. 

Cech again denied Vertonghen 
with arguably the save of the sea¬ 
son, then thwarted both Kane and 
Alderweireld in quick succession. 

But in truth, those around him 
looked bruised and beaten by a side 


intent on taking out two decades of 
frustration on their rivals. 

Theo Walcott’s lazy late effort 
direct at Lloris appeared to sum up 
Arsenal’s disappointing afternoon. 

Speaking after the match, Spurs 
chief Mauricio Pochettino, said: “I 
feel very proud - first of all, because 
the players gave their best. I think 
they were fantastic - and also our 
fans, I feel very happy for them. 

“I think it was a fantastic game. We 
fully deserved the victory in the end. 

“We have reduced the gap again 
with Chelsea. For us now we have to 
be focused because we have ahead an 
important game with West Ham.” 

Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger said: 
“I think it was a tight game until they 
scored the first goal. Then we con¬ 
ceded a soft penalty. It took us time 
to recover from that. 

“From then on they created 


chances. We were a bit lucky to 
keep it at 2-0 in the end.”
